fame a year ago, as the casualty listp of 
that period show, and during the month 
of July it displayed remarkable industry, 
!There'were '209 toy pistol .caeca for! the 
coroner or the doctor during iastsummer. 
In New York' there were 68 accidents, of 
which'18 proved fatal; in Massachusetts 
39, of which 26 produced death'; in Penn- 
sylvania 12,: of which 10 were fatal; • in 
Connecticut 10, of which'5 proved fatal; 
in New Jersey' 10, of 'Which 5 were! fatal; 
inRbode Island 4, Of which three were 
fatal; in Maine 6, of Which 4 were fatal, 
and in Chicago 60, of which 12 turned out 
fatally. For a long time that delusive 
weapon the "unloaded" gun was regarded 
as the most deadly engine of; destruction 
in America, sod people who delighted in 
playfully pointing it at eacb oilier never 
failed to kill. But the toy pistol has 
nearly driven the'"unloaded" gun out of 
the field and is quoted as A 1—100 years 
—on the lists of the coroner and under- 
taker and the life insurance people. ;I<et 
every parent and citizen consider himself 
a committee of one to taboo the 'deadly' 
toy pistol to-morrow, that there may be 
no accidents, nor sorrow, nor tears inj the 
households.
